2. Claims 1-23 are pending. 

Election/Restrictions 

3. Restriction to one of the following inventions is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372: 

This application contains the following inventions or groups of inventions which are not 
so linked as to form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1: 

I. Claims 1-20, drawn to a formulation for targeting an infectious agent which requires a 
HLA-DR host membrane during its life cycle or a HLA-DR expressing host cell or both 
comprising a ligand capable of binding to said host membrane protein, said ligand being 
coupled to a lipid comprising vesicle. 

II. Claim 21, drawn to method for treating or preventing a specific disease caused by a 
specific infectious agent which acquires a HLA-DR host membrane protein during its life 
cycle or a HLA-DR expressing host cell or both. 

III. Claim 22-23, drawn to a method of making a formulation for targeting an infectious 
agent and its host cell. 

The inventions listed as Groups I-III do not relate to a single general inventive concept 
under PCT Rule 13.1 because, under PCT Rule 13.2, they lack the same or corresponding special 
technical features for the following reasons: 

Phillips et al (J Immunol 152: 3 168-3 174, 1994; PTO 1449) teach a formulation for 
targeting an infectious agent such as HTV which acquires a HLA-DR host membrane protein 
during its life cycle, said formulation comprising a ligand such as GK1 .5 monoclonal rat (anti- 
mouse CD4) antibody coupled to a lipid containing vesicle such as liposome (see abstract, 
Immunoliposome Ab on page 3 169, in particular). 
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Since Applicant's inventions do not contribute a special technical feature when viewed 
over the prior art they do not have single general inventive concept and lack unity of invention. 

Accordingly, Groups I-III are not so linked as to form a single general inventive concept 
and restriction is proper.
